Simultaneously in open court came 
a plea of Emil Winter, president of 
tho Workingmen’s Savings and Trust 
company, that he had no defense to 
make to the charge that he gave a 
$20,000 bribe to Councilman Morris. 
Einstein.

Contemporaneously Mr. Roosevelt 
received letters from relatives of high 
prelates and 
cardinals, condemning 
what they styled “ the personal atti­ 
tude of Cardinal Merry del Val, for 
which neither the pope nor the Cath­ 
olic church was responsible.” 


Dr. Clark Repudiates Article. 


On the other hand, Mr. Roosevelt 
received the following letter from Dr. 
Walling Clark, head of the Methodist 
organization in Italy:

Fay and Harris Congratulated Their 
Captors. 


New York, April 7.—.Those now* si­ 
lent individuals known to til * police 
and federal elk vers as Eddie Fay and 
Little Dick Harris, charged with the 
recent robbery of the Richmond, Va., 
postoffice, in which more than $80,000 
was obtained, were so piqued after 
their arrest that they could not resist 
congratulating their captors and ad­ 
mitting their identity, according to the* 
testimony of postoffice inspectors at 
the arraignment of the prisoners' in 
New York. 
Now they are indignant 
when referred to as Fay and Harris. 
The two alleged burglars virtually 
confessed shortly after their arrest, so 
the inspectors testified, and upon this 
the government will largely build its 
case to force extradition, which the 
prisoners are bitterly resisting

To old ain $l",""b the 
confidence men intro:-ted their dupe 
with $106,000 in cash, hired a privat 
oar from Baltimore to Jacksonville, 
Fla., and impersonated successfully a 
party of millionaires, on** of whom 
was "H. IL Rogers, Jr.,” son of the 
late vice president of the Standard Oil 
company. 
The story came out with the arrest 
of a man who gave his name as John

gests from time to time improvements 
that the patrons could make that 
would be a benefit to themselves and 
the general public.

tin issued to postmasters says: 


“ It is the desire of the Department 
that you earnestly request patrons of 
rural delivery out of your office to 
paint their boxes and the posts to 
winch they are attached a pure white 
color. 
This course, • if pursued, will 
not only result in benefit to the pa­ 
tron in serving to protect Ii in box, 
and post from damage by the weather, 
but will give all boxes a uniform 
color and serve to fix their identity 
in all parts of the country as United 
States mail boxes, and will give them 
a much neater and sightlier appear­ 
ance than they now posesss. 
If is 
also desired that patrons he induced 
to imprint their names and box n u m ­ 
bers on boxes in black letters about 
two inches high. 
“ It is also desired that you en­ 
deavor to induce road officials to paint 
upon tin4 posts of boxes which are 
located at cross-roads (but not attach 
signs thereto) the names of the towns 
or villages to which the crossroads 
lead. with an indicator showing the 
direction. 
Posts to which boxes should he at* 
tached shall he set in an easily ar* 
cessohle position at tho side of tho 
road and boxes securely fastened to 
a projecting arm of wood, or to a 
bracket of hand iron about three- 
sixteenths of an inch thick, or, if 
preferred, 
an 
automatic 
extension 
arm may he used. 


In order to maintain the service 
established on rural routes the gov­ 
ernment requires that the roads over 
which the carriers travel he kept ut) 
to a certain standard, and the road 
officials of the townships through 
which the roads traveled run are 
responsible to the people and should 
see that the condition required is 
maintained at all times, 
lf the gov­ 
ernment should discontinue a route 
on account of poor condition of the 
roads the people of the route would 
hold the road officials and no one 
else to blame. 
The department de­ 
mands and receives from month to 
month a report of the condition of 
every road over which the c u r l e r s 
travel, and from these conditions they 
know why delays and 
f a i l u r e s are 
made by the mall men in serving the 
public.
